It might be either a regular 
'merchant ship loaded down with 
planes or a seaplane carrier. The 
Japanese have used float planes 
extensively both in the North and 
South Pacific. They are ‘short 
range craft and to haul them 
about over the ocean the Japa- 
nese had special merchant-type 
shins equipned with cranes and 
catanaults and pnresumably with 
supply and repair facilities.

Press Freedom 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—(#)— 
A crusade for guarantees in future 
peace treaties of worldwide press 
freedom, on the premise that uni- 
versal dissemination of the truth 
would make the chance of war re- 
mote, is proposed by Kent Cooper, 
executive director of the Associat- 
ed Press, in a survey on “journal- 
ism in warfare” published today. 

The study, released by the 
American Council on Public Af.- 
fairs, includes contributions from 
more than a score of leading news 
executives, writers, advertising 
men, and others on various phases 
of newspaper responsibilities and 
contributions in wartime. 

Particularly, Cooper argues for 
free and direct access to news of 
all governments, by foreign corre- 
spondents equally with domestic 
reporters, and equal facilities for 
transmission to their own coun- 
tries. 

“Availability of news at the 
source,” he says, “with the result- 
ing competition in getting it and 
preparing it for publication under- 
standably, will lead to the disclos- 
ure of the truth to all peoples. And 
it is the truth that makes men 
free. Governments never have an 
easy time inciting free men to war. 
Thus if the truth is available, men 
everywhere will be free and there 
will be less likelihood of war.” 

He suggests that self interest 
should lead newspapermen for the 
first time in history to unite in de- 
manding a peace treaty clause af- 
fecting their own business,

CAIRO, Nov. 14.—(AP)—Striving to capture the little 
Dodecanese Island of Leros at all costs, the Germans have 
landed still more reinforcements and in the third day of 
bitter fighting outnumbered British and Italian defenders, 
the Allied Middle East Command announced today. 


German forces have straddled 
the island at its narrowest point, 
it was reported officially, separat- 
ing the Anglo-Italian forces in the 
north and the south. 

It was reported officially, how- 
ever, that the city. of Leros, on 
the east side of the island, still 
is in the hands of the defenders. 

In the garrison’s favor was the 
fact that the Germans’ line across 
the island lay at a point where 
it was only a mile wide, giving 
the Nazis both a north and south 
flank to defend. 

British Gains. 

The British made slight gains 
in the Clidi area in the northeast 
and the Germans have not been 
able to establish a foothold in the 
southern half of the island, it was 
stated. 

Italian troops were said to be 
holding up well in the face of the 
enemy. 

A Middle East Allied commu- 
nique said the hard fighting de- 
fense forces made local gains in 
the northern sector of the island 
while in the central part, where 
German paarchutists have landed, 
the Nazis improved their positions 
slightly. 

That the position of the garri- 
son was precarious and the issue 
in doubt, was indicated by the dis- 
closure that the defenders, al- 
though well equipped, were faced 
by superior forces. 

The Allied Middle East Airforce 
again gave full support to the be 
leaguered island by bombing near- 
by Axis airfields from which aid 
could be sent to the German land- 
ing force.

“The two Marines I impressed 
into service,” Bruce added, “were 
found late that afternoon. They 
had been killed by rifle fire and 
stripped of everything except their 
pants. The Japs even took their 
identification tags. I feel terrible 
about those two boys who were. 
so willing to help.” 
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Germans were not at all sure of 
the outcome. 

While Ankara reports asserted 
the defenders were holding tight 
to their positions, a German war 
reporter who flew over Leros in 
a German bomber, described 
heavy artillery duels and bitter 
fighting. . , 

A Berlin radio broadcast said a 
German submarine chaser sank a 
British submarine in the waters 
of the Sporades islands, of which 
Leros is one, and took prisoner 
one officer and 13 men. 

Leros is a tiny island only eight 
miles long and three miles wide at 
its widest point, but in Allied 
hands could be a threat to the 
rear of Crete as well as one of 
the steppingstones to Greece.

way.

Bengal Relief Gets Under Way, 


But Grim Famine Still Stalks 


By PRESTON GROVER. 


CALCUTTA, -Nov. 14.— (4) — 
The famine is still on in Bengal. 

Hungry persons are on the 
streets, crying for food as they 
have been for the past two 
months, indicating crevices in the 
relief scheme. 

But one thing is certain, the 
great hordes of beggars which 
made the second city of the Brit- 
ish Empire the first city of starva- 
tion have largely been dispersed. 

Completing my fifth tour of the 
famine stricken city I found the 
situation noticeably improved 
from what it had been on my 
previous trips, but it still is grisly 
enough. All reports coming in 
from the remote countryside 
where relief has not yet penetrat- 
ed indicate the situation the 
rural sections still is bad. 

Mahomed Ali Jinnah, president 
of the All-India Moslem League, 
speaking to his followers in New 
Delhi, asserted the Bengal famine 
“is the greatest blot on the ad- 
ministration in India.” 

Calls Famine Man-Made, 

Jinnah, who was re-elected 
president of the league  unani- 
mously, said “it should be the ef- 
fort of every Indian citizen to end 
this man-made famine.” The Mos- 
lem leader attacked what he de- 
scribed as “sinister propaganda” 


which he said was intended to dis- | 


credit the Bengal government,

WASHINGTON, Nov. °14. — () 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion, fixing maximum processor 
' ceilings for apple products, said 
today the levels authorized will 
in “substantial increases” 
over 1942 retail prices. 


The new ceilings, effective 
Tuesday for processors, will mean 
a consumer price increase of ap- 
proximately 50 per cent for cider 
vinegar. Apple base jellies will 
cost about 10 per cent more as a 
result of increases for concen- 
trates from which they are made. 

The retail cost of apple sauce, 

packed apples, apple juice and

Whisky Stock 
Will Be Sold 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—(?)<. 
The American Distilling Company, 
in a move which it called “unusual 
and sensational,” announced today 
it would sell to stockholders its 
inventory of 245,000 barrels of 
whisky, fifth largest stock in the 
country, thereby withdrawing 
from the commercial whisky in- 
dustry for the duration. 

The company, largest independ- 
ent in the business, estimated book 
value of the stock at $8,000,000, 
and in a formal statement said 
sale would be made solely to 
stockholders of record as of a fu- 
ture date to be fixed under au- 
thorization of the company’s board 
of directors. 

It was probable, the company 
said, that in addition to the 1,700 
stockholders of record now, other 
distillers, brokers and wholesalers 
would purchase American Distill- 
ing stock in order to share the 
huge inventory, which totals ap- 
proximately 3,750,000 cases, ofr 
45,000,000 bottles. 

Sale of its inventory, the com- 
pany said, would make available 
immediately “a very substantial 
quantity of whisky,” which should 
help to relieve the present nation- 
wide shortage. 

The sale, the statement contin- 
ued, would be “pro-rata and upon 
an equitable basis,” with the rate 
of distribution approximately one 
barrel of whisky for each of the 
250,000 shares of outstanding 
stock. A barrel contains about 50 
gallons, yielding an average of 15 
or 16 cases. An average case con- 
tains about 12 bottles. 

Sale at book value was defined 
as equivalent to approximately 
half the OPA ceiling price value, 
which approximates $62.50 per 
barrel, excluding federal and state 
excise taxes. 

The domestic whisky, the an- 
nouncement said, is four years of 
age or less, and most of the in- 
ventory is stored at the company’s 
principal plant in Pekin, Dl. Other 
plants are at Philadelphia, Pa., 
Boston, Mass., and “Sausalito, Cal.

Allied military leaders scarcely 
disguised their belief that the in- 
vasion of Bougainville was the 
logical spot for the Japanese Navy 
to come out and fight. 

Announcing the invasion, Gen- 
eral MacArthur said he would 
welcome the enemy fleet. Admiral 
Halsey added the sooner the bet- 
ter. Navy Secretary Knox said 
the Japanese navy was afraid to 
come out. Admiral Nimitz said 
so, too. 

Large Invitation. 

It was a rather large invitation. 
And it looked for a time last week 
as though the Japanese navy may 
Several 
groups of destroyers and cruisers 
were seen by scouts sailing south 
from Truk to Rabaul, 

But time after time now those 
warships have been attacked, 
some sunk, many others damaged 
—and always inside the harbor of 
Rabaul. 

The only truly counteroffensive 
move made by the Japanese, the 
one which came nearest to getting 
anywhere, consisted of sending 
down 21 of those self-propelled 
barges from Buka to put a few 
hundred Japanese soldiers ashore 
on the north end of the Ameri- 
cans’ Bougainville beachhead at 
Empress Augusta bay. 

These Japanese had begun the 
infiltration tactics which dragged 
out the fight for Guadalcanal 
when United States Army rein- 
forcements were landed — and 
landed in the big, bold way, from 
transports guarded by warships. 
Many of the Japanese now have 
been slain. Admiral Halsey’s 
headquarters observed, however, 
that other barges probably are 
managing to land some reinforce- 
ments and supplies on both the 
north and south sides of the 
beachhead. 

The barges hug the shore and 
are less conspicuous 
ships and transports to reconnais- 
sance bombers.

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Russia’s Comeback 

Russia’s resurgence since the low mark of 
Nazi occupation before Stalingrad clearly indi- 
cates the world in general, as well as Adolf 
Hitler, had little idea of conditions inside the 
Soviet union—the industrial advances made 
in a quarter of a century and the ability and 
indomitable courage of the people. 

In a straight line west from Stalingrad the 
Nazis have been swept back a distance of 650 
miles, and the push back has been general 
along the entire thousand-mile battle line. As 
the Germans are forced to retreat, leaving 
ruined cities and scorched earth, the Russians 
rebuild. Without diminishing the military ef- 
fort. Stalingrad is being reconstructed, and 
eight areas from Smolensk through Bryansk, 
Orel and Kursk, evacuated by the Nazis as 
late as September, are being rebuilt with a 
rapidity that encourages Soviet leaders to 
believe the work will*be completed shortly 
after the first of 1944. 

Just returned from his trip abroad, which 
included a visit to Russia, Donald M. Nelson, 
United States Number One War Production 
Man, declares that in one generation Russia, 
torn by revolution and invasion by an armed 
foe, has shifted from peasant farming to an 
economy of industrial skill that in some 
respects outdoes mechanically-minded United 
States. Nelson declares the Russians have built 
a great industrial nation which will be even 
greater in peacetime. 

Nelson said the Soviet factories perform 
their munitions tasks in some ways better than 
in the United States, and cited as notable the 
way they keep material flowing into and out 
of the plants—“much better than we have.” 
He envisaged a vast two-way trade between 
Russia and the United States after the war, 
asserting the Russians like and admire the 
United States-built industrial equipment. “He 
was particularly enthused about the work of 
women in the Russian war effort, saying in 
most plants women comprise 45 per cent of the 
forces. 


Of course there are exceptions to the rule.

Rabbits 


“When the frost is on the pumpkin and the 
corn is in the shock” many citizens of this 
country become rabbit conscious, some because 
they enjoy tramping through fields with.dog 
and gun, hunting the wild of the species, and 
others because they can obtain the toothsome 
animals already dressed at a meat market. 

It is interesting to note the United States 
Wildlife Service is making a concerted effort 
to secure a year-round interest in rabbits— 
not the cute little bunnies of Easter period, 
or the wild ones of field and forest, but the 
better strains of the domestic species. The 
Wildlife Bureau has mailed out 200,000 pam- 
phiets on domestic rabbit-raising during the 
past year. In this period of meat rationing and 
shortages, it would like to see rabbit hutches 
established in every backyard in the country. 

The service officials point out the domestic 
rabbit (white meat) and wild rabbit (dark 
meat) are two different dishes, the young of 
the domestic tasting like chicken. It is stated 
rabbit is the “quickest” meat there is, a rabbit 
being ready to be broiled at the age of eight 
weeks. Three or four does and a buck can 
provide a good-sized family with all the rabbit 
meat it needs. 

Those who grow rabbits for home con- 
sumption can sell the furs. Good pelts bring 
as high as one dollar. Since fur is so popular 
and also scarce, rabbit fur is used extensively 
in the trimming of ladies’ garments and even 
for fur coats; it also provides manufacturers 
of felt with needed material for their products. 

The Wildlife Service points out that while 
people sometimes contract rabbit fever (tula- 
remia) from handling wild rabbits, though not 
from eating them, because cooking kills the 
germs, domestic rabbits do not have tula- 
remia.

“‘Hitler’s Children” 

Postwar problems of the Allied Nations in 
Germany will be negligible with the oldest 
generation of citizens, somewhat more difficult 
with the middle-aged. But from the age of 
30 on down through those of the adolescent 
period of life, millions who are fanatical wor- 
shippers of Hitler and staunch adherents to 
the Nazi ideology will provide a terrific task. 

Such is the opinion expressed by Erika 
Mann, author and playwright, daughter of 
Thomas Mann, exiled German novelist, who 
is famous on both sides of the Atlantic. The 
opinion of Miss Mann, who has made a close 
study of conditions in her native country, is in 
accord with what is general knowledge of the 
program instituted by Hitler when he came 
to power. 

He made small attempt to convert the older 
generations to Nazi principles. Their “conver- 
sion” was forced; outspoken opponents were 
“removed” secretly; threats and persecution 
brought silence and outward show of con- 
formity in others. 

Der Feuhrer and his fanatical underlings 
concentrated upon the youth of the nation. 
Religion of the people was put under the ban; 
the Nordic superman fetish was emphasized 
and Hitler took the place of Christ. Curricula 
of schools and universities were changed—the 
proven courses in education went out and the 
Nazi ideas came in. German youth was taught 
that the German people were superior to all 
others in the world and that Hitler must be 
venerated as a supreme being who would 
regenerate Germany and conquer the world. 

The famed “youth movement” began with 
boys and girls of tender age and built their 
bodies for strength and their minds for fanatj- 
cal belief in Hitler and Nazidom. It is some 
fifteen years of such teaching the Allies will 
encounter at the end of the war. The aged 
and middle aged will welcome peace and the 
termination of horror and distress; the younger 
generation will meet the Allies with a hate that 
will endure, and only severe repression will 
keep down sabotage that will exist for years. 
The postwar problem will not be ended with 
food and necessities for a starving and harass- 
ed population. 


The appearance of new calendars Is pre- 
sumptive evidence that 1944 will not be post- 
poned in the interest of political solidarity. 


Georgia Corn Production 

Georgia farmers planted 3,631,000 acres in 
corn this year. The yield will be 43,572,000 
bushels, according to recent government esti- 
mate—an average of 12 bushels to the acre, 
which conforms to ‘the average acre production 
for the past quarter of century. Total_yield 
for the United States is estimated at 3,085,652,- 
000 bushels, an average of 32.4 bushels per acre. 

That 20.4 bushel minus difference between 
Georgia’s yield per acre and that of the entire 
nation would indicate there is something 
not just right in this state for the production 
of corn. The inference might deduce it is the 
soil, climate or moisture, which is incorrect. 

That large acreage production is possible 
in Georgia was proved by the records set this 
year by a coritest of some seventy members 
of the Crisp County Corn Club. Whereas the 
county average in the past has been around 
ten bushels per lacre O. M. Slade won the 
contest by producing 81.4 bushels per acre. 
Fifteen of the runners-up had yields of from 
50 to 80 bushels per acre, with thirty-five 
averaging above 25 bushels per acre. Tip Shef- 
field won the boys’ 4-H Club contest with a 
yield of 58 bushels per acre. 

Five-acre tracts were required in the Crisp 
county contest. They were intensely cultivated, 
but the results justified that procedure. Mr. 
Slade produced 407 bushels of corn on his five 
acres; to have produced that quantity at the 
state’s 12-bushel-per-acre average would have 
required thirty-four acres. Plowing, harrowing, 
planting and cultivation of thirty-four acres 
requires a spread of man and horse power that 
would bring more satisfactory results if con- 
centrated on much smaller tracts, and the 
difference in cost applied in a cover crop to 
be plowed under for “green manure” and some 
additional commercial fertilizer.

The head of the American Legion, in addressing 
labor leaders, said that a man who lays down his 
tools on a war job to strike is just as guilty of 
an act of treason as a soldier who desertg his post 
of duty. 

Labor leaders bitterly assailed this viewpoint, 
but their arguments are unconvincing. Morally, 
it is no less treasonable for a man to throw down 
his tools which provide a soldier with equipment 
to fight than it is for the soldier to throw down 
his weapons and refuse to fight. 

Strikes cannot justify desertion of war jobs. 
In leaving their posts, they are traitors to a com- 
mon cause, even though they enjoy immunity 
from punishment such as would be meted out 
to soldiers who desert. 


WASHINGTON ° PARADE

THE REYNOLDS CASE WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—On the 


grounds that he could not conscien- 
tiously look after his duties as chairman of the important Senate 
Military Affairs Committee while taking time out in the spring 
of 1944 to make a campaign for re-election, Senator Robert R. 
(“Our Bob”) Reynolds, of North Carolina, 
has announced his retirement from public of- 
fice after the expiration of his present term. 


The extremely likeable but sometimes 
laughable Tarheel senator said he had to make 
a choice “between that of service to my.state 
and nation, or the furtherance of my own 
perspnal, political ambitions.” 

“There is but one choice,” he declared with 
great patriotic ferver. “The duty I owe to my 
state and nation at this particular time is far 
greater than my own personal or political 
ambitions.” 

If the senator had not gone so far in string- 
ing pretty patriotic sentiments together, most 
persons would have preferred to let his self-im- 

posed political demise pass without uhfavorable comment. He is 
that well liked personally among those who know him. 

But the fervor of his renunciation offers too much of a temp- 
tation to resist debunking. For pure unadulterated Buncombe, 
which is the name of his native county in North Carolina, nothing 


‘ quite equals it in the annals of our recent history. 


With characteristic grace, “Our Bob” was merely laying down 
a velvet carpet on which he could make a dignified exit. The 
trouble is, as it is with most of his performances, he overdid it. 


REALIZES HE’S THROUGH It puts too much strain on hu- 
man credulity to believe that 


any senator would make the choice “Our Bob” claims to have 
made, if there were any assurance that the people desired his 
further service in office. 

As for shirking his duties while taking the time off to cam- 
paign, it hardly seems necessary to point out there are a half-dozen 
or more equally good—or better—Democratic members of the 
Military Affairs Committee who would be available to step into 
the breech and pinch-hit for the senator during his absence. 

The cold truth of it is, of course, Senator Reynolds is through 
politicelly in North Carolina and is smart enough to realize it. 
For months everyone with any knowledge of North Carolina po- 
litical affairs has been saying he was as dead as a doorknob, 
He was not given a ghost of a show at re-election.

Others have been blind to similar 
realities and refused to step down on their own initiative, going 
on to inevitable disaster. Bob saves face, at least. 

The senator has been marked for defeat ever since he set out, 
at the beginning of the war, to build a record of isolationism. 
He put the final capstone on that record with his recent vote 
against the Connally resolution committing us to postwar collab- 
oration with our British, Russian and Chinese allies. He and Sen- 
ator Wheeler were the lone two Democrats to vote against the 
measure. Bad company of the worst sort. 


DEFENDED HITLER Somehow Reynolds made the mistake 


of making a speech defending Hitler

have permanently flavored his whole foreign policy outlook.

Thought on 
Prison Reform. 

It is self-evident that, among 
the many things which have been 
wrong with Georgia’s prison sys- 
tem, is an almost total unfitness 
for their jobs among the men in 
authority over the prisoners. 


It is customary, in mentioning 
a condition such as this, to soften 
the criticism by writing there are, 
undoubtedly, some wardens and 
guards who are exceptions to the 
rule. Well, undoubtedly there are. 
But it is fast becoming clear that, 
although some may not have been 
so brutal and callous in their 
treatment of prisoners or others, 
there are mighty few of them real- 
ly adequately trained and ade- 
quately suitable for the job. 

Of course a basic trouble has 
keen that the pay for guards and 
wardens has been woefully inad- 
equate to attract men of desirable 
caliber to what must be, under any 
circumstances, a not too pleasant 
job. 

Now, this lack of proper person- 
nel is pointed up by the report sub- 
mitted by ex-Warden Lawes of 
Sing Sing, by Major W. H. Burke 
of the prison industries division of 
the War Production Board and by 
Maury Maverick, director of the 
government division of WPB.

FAIR ENOUGH

Absentees sue of the Hono- 
lulu Advertiser 
contained a small and, apparent- 


ly, far Honolulu, commonplace, 
news item concerning civilian ab- 
senteeism which should interest 
all of us. It said that Captain 
John F. Wickhem, provost judge, 
had made it “perfectly plain to 
defendants charged with absen- 
teeism yesterday in his court that 
he would not be lenient on of- 
fenders.” 

The Advertiser then named 13 
men who had been sent to jail 
for terms of from 20 days to two 
months for this offense, eight of 
whom were fined from $100 to 
$150 in addition. Five _ got 
Straight sentences of two months 
without fines. One got two months 
and $150. In the other cases, the 


fines were suspended but the men 
were sent to jail, six of them for 
30 days and one for 20 days. 


The story does not say by what 
authority a military officer could 
impose these penalties for refusal 
to work but presumably that au- 
thority has been established and 
recognized, possibly because Hon- 
olulu, in the light of December 
7, 1941, has been identified as a 
combat area. Similar action has 
been’ taken by American military 
authorities in other war zones in 
Africa and the South Pacific 
against civilian sailors for shirk- 
ing duty and other misconduct.

The proce- 
dure is no more legal than the 
method used in Honolulu but it 
is less. startling because it has 
been indirect. In many cases, too, 
it has had the incidental effect 
of forcing ostensibly free men to 
pay tribute to unions for permis- 
sion to work at jobs designated 
by their government, often as the 
alternative to military service. 
Union leaders, it may have been 
observed, . have approved this 
compulsion for this reason. 


Possibly. the Honolulu cases 
approximate Fascism but it is 
worth remembering that Fascism 
in Italy was the counter-revolu- 
tion against an aggravated condi- 
tion some elements of which have 
already made their appearance in 
the United States in the tempo- 
rary absence and political voice- 
lessness of millions of the most 
patriotic and vigorous citizens of 
the republic.

THE STATUE COMES TO LIFE aech' dag pens by the stat- 


ue of Henry Woodfin Grady at Marietta and Forsyth streets and 
give the statue a glance. - 

Many times I have stood there and watched passersby look up 

at Grady. 

School girls, boys, old and young, soldiers 
and sailors, pass by and have a look at Grady. 

He stands there in an unnatural pose. He 
looks like a Methodist bishop or a United 
States senator of the old school. 

He stands there, a rigid image in bronze. 
There is no hint of flesh and blood and bones; 
no hint of laughter, or song. We know the 
man was loved. We know he loved his wife, 
his children. We read his speeches and his 
writings and we know there was poetry and 
sunshine and power in them. 

But there he is in bronze, unmoving. I 
have seen him there at night, dark in the 
shadows, his face and figure lit now and then 
by the garish light as some trolley flames u 
at the crossed wires of the corner. And 
have warmed to him and wondered about him. 

Now comes a book and the statue comes to life. Raymond B. 
Nixon, professor of journalism at Emory University, has written 
a book out of ten years of painstaking research on Grady. Grady 
walks through his pages, living and doing. 

Now, when you have read the book, you will walk by that 
statue and look at it with a longer glance. It will be like looking 
at an old friend. You will perhaps smile, even, thinking of some 
of his laughter and some of his fun. And assuredly you will feel 
a quickening of responsibility toward your city and state and will 
feel grateful to him who, as editor of this newspaper, began to 
fight for so many worthy things which are just now beginning 
to come to pass. 

Ray Nixon has picked the lock of that bronze statue. His 
book, including rare photographs (Knopf, $4) went on sale last 
Saturday and Georgians bought, by advance orders, more than 
500 copies on that one day. As Nixon said, “In his time Grady 
was revered in the south second only to Robert E. Lee.” The 
memory has lived on. And today people are eager to see what 
was inside that bronze statue of the man who died so young with 
so strong a hold on the hearts of his fellow Georgians. 


SOMETHING :OF HIM He was, as I wrote here yesterday, 
impulsive, not good at keeping a diary 

or any details; generous, moody and yet gay and kind. He was 

forceful and he had power in his writings and in his voice. 

Once, speaking to a crowd of more than 10,000 at the state 
fair grounds in Dallas, Texas, the rattle of two drums, beaten by 
two barkers in front of a tent on the not-far-distant midway made 
him pause for a moment. He said, “Let us wait a moment on the 
drums.” They halted and he went on. A few minutes later he 
again was interrupted by the drums and then by an almost im- 
mediate fusillade of pistol shots. Three of the Texans in the 
crowd had gone over and shot the drums to pieces. 

At Boston, in next to the last speech he made, he got out of 
a sickbed and, ill with fever and pneumonia, enthralled a crowd 
of more than a thousand persons, the elite of New England, come 
to hear his plea for the south. He made them weep and laugh. 

He came to his office one day, having left in such a hurry he 
had no time to walk with his daughter to kindergarten. He had 
time to write her an apology and send it with a bag of candy. 

He could hurry from a crowd of his friends one evening when 
a famous mind reader, at Grady’s invitation, was giving a dem- 
onstration. One of the city’s leading stuff-shirts was there and 
the mind reader had hesitated before him. Out on his back porch 
Grady roared, “He couldn’t find any mind. He couldn't find it.” 

He could, and did, attend every baseball game. He served as 
president of the first Southern League. Once when Captain E. P. 
Howell asked him about the large bill for telegraphic reports on 
baseball scores and threatened, in jest, to charge the bills. to 
Grady, the young editor said, “Charge them, Captain. We have 
got to have the baseball scores.” 

He could, and did, organize bicycle races, lectures, and picnics. 
He liked a circus with a sort of passion. 

Yet he could, and did, make governors and manage political 
campaigns with a genius. He could write with great force and 
power in those campaigns. 

He could organize and build a new hotel or a home for Con- 
federate soldiers. He could, and did, bring vast industries to 
Georgia and the south. 

He was a close friend of Grover Cleveland, President of the 
United States. 

You may pick things such as those out of this book. They show 
him to be a very human person, enthusiastic, impulsively generous, 
and thoughtful. 


AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRY om saw the south of his 


ime as a region where 
two mighty problems must be solved: that of a balance between 
industry and agriculture, and that of two races living side by side. 
He wrote, in reply to a threat from a gang of floggers, in The 
Constitution of September 9, 1889: “The south has a problem to 
solve, the like of which no people ever had before. It is hers to 
carry two races, of radically different types, nearly equal in num- 
bers and equal in civil and political rights, side by side, in peace 
and honor.” 

He was winning this fight, too, when federal legislation and 
his own death deterred it and brought into being all the hateful 
demagogues that have plagued us since. 

He walked with, and knew, Joe Brown, Robert Toombs, Ben 
Hill, Alexander Stephens and all the Georgia great of that tre 
mendous period. Here on The Constitution he worked with Cap- 
tain Evan P. Howell, Joel Chandler Harris, and others of his staff 
to make Georgia better and a more prosperous state and the south 
a region of prosperity. This book is worthy of its subject. The 
statue has come to life.

Cairo Students 
Stone French 


CAIRO, Nov. 14. — (4) — Sharp 
clashes between French troops and 
Lebanese over the issue of a free 
Lebanese government continued 
today along the eastern coast of 
the Mediterranean and disorders 
broke out in Egypt where student 
mobs in sympathy demonstrations 
stoned the French Committee’s 
headquarters in Cairo, shouting 
“Down with France! Down with 
De Gaulle!” 

Egyptian students also stoned a 
French officer and tore down 
French flags at Alexandria. 


French authorities, contending 
that the fighting in Lebanon is not 
as serious as has been reported, 
rushed General Georges Catroux 
from Algiers to Cairo by plane to 
confer with Egyptian Premier 
Nahas Pasha. Catroux is on his 
way to Lebanon with power dele- 
gated by the French National Com- 
mittee to soothe the situation. 

Before the conference, Premier 
Nahas told a vast gathering at the 
opening of the three-day Wafdist 
jubilee last night that Egypt would 
use her influence with the United 
Nations to force the French Com- 
mittee to release imprisoned mem- 
bers of the Lebanese government. 


Deputies Form Cabinet. 


The Arab news agency reported 
that Lebanese deputies still at lib- 
erty had formed a “free govern- 
ment” cabinet and moved to Bikaa 
to function while their president 
and prime minister are detained 
by the French. 

From its seat at Baalbeck in the 
hills of eastern Lebanon, the pro- 
visional government was reported 
to have ordered a continuation of 
organized resistance against the 
French. 

Conflicting advices have been re- 
ceived here concerning the extent 
of the actual fighting.

Threatening F ranco’s Dictatorship 


Berlin Blasted 
By Mosquitoes 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—(4)—Brit- 
ain’s swift and elusive Mosquito 
bombers dropped explosives on 
Berlin last night for the second 
night in succession in a new series 
of “morale” attacks on the Ger- 
man capital. 

Other groups of the plywood, 
twin-engined planes hit targets in 
western Germany. The raids all 
were carried out without loss and 
were the only air activity of the 
night announced by the British. 


It was the fifth straight night 
the Mosquitoes had been over Ger- 
many keeping the sirens going. 
They went out in darkness follow- 
ing a heavy daylight battering of 
objectives in the German port of 
Bremer yesterday by American 
Fortresses and Liberators which, 
together with escorting fighters, 
shot down 43 German fighters. Fif- 
teen bombers and nine fighters 
failed to return. 

The Germans broadcast that 29 
Allied planes were shot down 
when “strong North American 
bomber formations attempted to 
raid northwestern Reich territory 
Saturday,” and that five more 
Allied aircraft were downed in 
daylight raids on western occupied 
territory.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—(#)—Posi- 
tive confirmation of reports that | 
some of Spain’s most influential 
military and political leaders have 
formally demanded restoration of 
the Spanish monarchy were 
brought to London today by per- 
sons with inside information 
reaching here from Spain. 

They said that Generalissimo 
Franco faces a showdown with 
his principal generals, who favor 
a monarchy. 

These informants declared 
Franco could not ignore the 
wishes of the army, since it and 
the increasingly unpopular Fa- 
lange party constitute his main 
support. If the army insists, they 
said, Franco must accept Prince 
Juan—youngest son of Spain’s last 
king—as ruler and diminish his 
own status. 

So far no reply is known to 
have been made to the monarch- 
ists’ demands, but neither has 
Franco made any overt move 
against this challenge to his su- 
preme authority. Most notably, 
he has not reprimanded eight top 
army men who joined the mon- 
archist movement.

A broadcast communique from 
General Josip (Drug Tito) Broz’s 
headquarters said Croat guerrillas 
had seized Koprivnica on the main 
railroad from Budapest to the 
Adriatic coast by way of Zagreb, 
and Virovitica on a branch run- 
ning to Belgrade in one of the 
Partisans’ biggest strikes in weeks. 


The twin successes severed two 
arteries over which the Germans 
have been moving troops and sup- 
plies, and followed disruption of 
other segments of the invaders’ 
meager communications to the 
south. 

One of the guerrillas’ biggest 
hauls in prisoners and booty also 
was reported with capture of the 
two towns, the communique list- 
ing 900 officers and men taken 
captive. Booty at Virovitica in- 
cluded five guns, 20 machineguns, 
300 mines and 500,000 rounds of 
ammunition, the Partisan§ said.

Against High Blood Pressure

I‘ haven't the slightest notion 
how or why vitamin A may have 
any effect on blood pressure, but 
I was impressed by the reports 
of Havana, Cuba, physicians who 
observed that daily rations of

high blood pressure and the ef- 
fect was lasting. 

The ordinary adult requies at 
least 5,000 units of natural vita- 
min A daily to maintain good 
health, according to competent 
nutrition authorities, and four or 
five times that much may be de- 
sirable daily in many instances. 
In my opinion it can do no harm 
in any circumstance for one to 
take 100,000 units of-natural vita- 
min A daily for a month or tw 


Several readers have reported | 


that they were rejected by the 
medical examiner because they 
had high blood pressure, but after 
taking 100,000 units of natural 
vitamin A daily for a few weeks 
they were re-examined and pass- 
ed. In such cases this may be a 
helpful suggestion—at least it can 
do no harm to try it. 


As for high blood pressure as- 
sociated with ateriosclerosis or 
kidney disease, while such use of 
vitamin A is harmless, I do not 
believe it can be of any special 
benefit. 

I specify natural vitamin A, not 
carotene. Carotene (present in 
greens, yellow vegetables and 
fruits, added to oleomargarine) is 
only the pro-vitamin—it must be 
converted into natural vitamin A 


in the body. Only a little more) 


than half of it is converted. Nat- 
ural vitamin A is present in fish 
liver oil, is available for utiliza- 
tion without chemical conversion 
or metabolism in the body. 

Recently Dr. J. V. Straumfjord 
reported in Northwest Medicine 
that 79 out of 100 patients with 
acne (blackheads and pimples) 
became free or nearly free from 
the trouble when they had taken 
100,000 units of A daily for from 
three months to a year.

Prevent Middle-Aged Look 
By Curbing Good Appetite

The thing women dislike most 
about middle age is the spread 
that comes with it. Actually, age 
is not to blame. Then, what is it? 
It is the gradual penalty of the 
habit of taking too large quanti- 
ties of food and drink at one sit- 
ting, combined with too little ac- 
tivity for the muscles of your nat- 
ural girdle, plus a careless pos- 


ture. 

Food plays quite a part in the 
spreading. The stomach is a mus- 
cular organ that stretches to ac- 
commodate an astonishing amount 
of food. With the habit of over- 
eating, your stomach stays stretch- 
ed and your appetite is enlarged 
accordingly. When that happens, 
it really does take more food to 
fill you up. This process goes 
right on until you call a halt. 

Before you can start to shrink 
your stomach, you have to stop 
over-eating. The way to do that 
is to quit eating before you feel 
filed up. How do you know 
when? You know! You don’t 
have to be clever about it. You 
just have to be strong-minded 
enough to get up from the table 
before you feel completely satis- 
fied. This is something you will 
have to prove to yourself, but 10 
minutes later you won't be 
hungry. 

To be sure, there’s a_ catch. 
You must get your protective 
foods every, day and that means 
eating the essential foods first— 
all right, call it dieting! What you 


do not,eat is a second helping of 
the mashed sweet potato, or more 
creamed chicken, or another roll. 
You eat one helping of everything 
and have dessert, if any, on the 
light side. 

You must watch the amount of 
liquid you take with the meal, 
too, for excess liquid has just as 
much to do with stretching the 
stomach as solid food. This does 


not mean water is fattening or 
that you can have all you want 
in between meals. But you should 
not take over six or eight ounces 
of any kind of liquid with your 
meal. When you drink a cup of 
coffee, let that be all the liquid 
you have with that meal. When 
you have a glass of milk—and you 
should have two glasses a day— 
don’t drink any water. Some of 
the movie stars are so particular 
about this rule that they don’t 
have any beverage with the meal 
and drink their milk in between. 
They claim it is more slimming 
that way. 

Since salt holds water in the 
tissues, it is a good idea for any- 
one inclined to be overweight to 
use salt moderately. Tomorrow, 
we'll take up exercise, and follow 
through with posture tips for 
streamlining.

WASHINGTON, Friday—I went to my first 
Christmas sale for the benefit of French War 


Relief yesterday afternoon. 


The French resi- 


dents in Washington certainly carried out the 
reputation which all French people have for 
using their needles and their fingers in mak- 


ing attractive gifts. 


I bought a number of 


things which I know will please someone at 


Christmas time. 


Later in the afternoon, I received the members of the war hos- 


pitality committee at tea. This 


committee has done a very re- 


markable job. The District of Columbia is a Mécca for nearby 
service men, who want to see their nation’s capital when they have 
a furlough. There are all kinds of military organizations here, 
outside of the military people who actually work in the departments. 


The result is a constantly shifting population of service men 
and women who do not know the city and who may be looking 


for temporary or permanent places in which to live. 


They may 


be here for just a few hours and want to see as much as possible. 
Whatever they want, this committee tries to see that it is pro- 
vided and, by and large, I think they succeed. 

We have another difficulty here. Civilian war workers in 
offices have to be considered on nearly the same basis as the 
service people, since many of them come from other towns and 
are strangers here and need help and advice on arrival. 

I notice in the papers today that some of the results of the

Solution Near 


In Ration Theft 


With the arrest of Barney Ber- 
‘Ty, 26, of Parkway drive, N. E., 
OPA officials say they are near 
the solution of a series of burglé- 
ries which have relieved ration 
boards of cards worth millions of ° 
gallons of gasoline. Berry was 
held in police headquarters last 
night charged with “suspicion of 
burglary.” 

OPA officials say they will 
swear out a federal warrant today 
charging Berry with burglarizing 
and robbing two gasoline ration 
boards and “probably more.” He 
will be arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Meyerhardt. 

The two specific cases to which 
the OPA officials refer relate to 
the robbery last October of the 
Canton (Ga.) ration board and 
the Fairburn (Ga.) ration board. 
In each of these cases, federal of- 
ficials say burglars obtained “a 
considerable number of ration 
tickets.” 

“Our investigation is not com- 
plete,” the OPA officials informed 
the police, “but if Berry demands 
a hearing before Commissioner 
Meyerhar we will be ready for 
him.” 

These burglaries, according to 
the OPA officials, are only two of 
a series of similar cases. They cite 
the case of the Mobile (Ala.) 
board, which lost tickets good for 
15 million gallons of gas. 

More than two weeks ago, OPA 
officials caused the arrest of 
Berry and charged him with being 
implicated in the theft of ration 
coupons from the Fairburn gas 
ration board. He was at liberty 
under $2,500 bail on that charge 
when arrested again last night. 

According to the police, Berry’s 
record contains the following 
items: | 

On February 8, 1935—Sentenced 
to five years for larceny from a 
house in Atlanta. 

On March 9, 
for robbery. 

On May 17, 1937—One year for 
larceny. 

On October 31, 1937-—60 months 
on five misdemeanor charges. 

On December 9, 1939-——-five years 
misdemeanor counts. 

The police record also shows 
that Berry escaped from prison 
once in 1936, once in 1937 and 
once in 1941. 

On January 2 last, the police 
record shows, also, that Berry was 
bound over on a vagrancy charge. 
There was no indication of the 
disposition of 2 charge.
